He took all ot this with/good grace and a 
sense of humor, which are prime assets for 
a university president in these days of 
declining enrollments, inflationary 
budgets, and faculty members worried 
about their jobs. 

Landini comes to ISU from the University 
of Montana, where he has served as vice 
president for academic affairs. Previously, 
he served as assistant to the president, 
assistant dean of the graduate college, 
and dean of the now-defunct Litchfield 
College at the University of Arizona. 

It was his Arizona connection which 
brought him some unfavorable publicity in 
the Indianapolis Star. The front page item 
announcing his selection also carried an 
account of a problem with an Arizona 
legislator stemming from Landini's par- 
ticipation in a 1968 silent vigil on the cam- 
pus asking for an end to the Vietnam war. 

The legislator, eight months after the 
fact, used a campus newspaper account of 
Landini's participation in the half-hour 
vigil in an attempt to discredit Landini and 
prevent funding of the proposed new Lit- 
chfield College campus. 

Landini said The Star's report was “іп ex- 
cess of the facts” and said the reasons the 
Litchfield project has never been approved 
had nothing to do with his participation in 
the peace vigil, but rather centered around 
questions of the location and the real need 
for the campus. 


Understandably, the new president was 
reticent to discuss his plans for the future 
at ISU. At the Tuesday morning press con- 
ference, he said he will visit the campus 
several times in the next few months 
before his July 1 appointment takes affect. 


“| look earnestly to the goodwill of the 
community and to the citizens of Indiana,” 
Landini said. “Indiana has a long and 
distinguished tradition in higher 
education. With God's grace | hope to 
meet the challenge here at ISU and con- 
tribute to that tradition.” 


He said the problems facing ISU “аге 
not unlike those facing comparable іп- 
stitutions.” ISU has suffered from a 
declining enrollment in recent years and is 


now facing budgetary penalties from the 
state which could affect tenured faculty. 

On the tenure problem, Landini said, 
“My views are fairly conventional on 
tenure.” He called it "а long and cherished 
tradition,” one that would require patience 
and deliberation. 

At ISU, a very high percentage of faculty 
are tenured. A recent faculty staffing for- 
mula adopted by the board of trustees 
might result in some tenured faculty being 
severed, a prospect that has caused con- 


sternation and worry, as well as a 
movement toward 
a teacher's union 
at the university. 


Landini told 
The Indiana States- 
man, the campus 
newspaper, that 
he planned to be 
“open andcandid 
at all times. . . At 
Montana we prac- 
ticed openness 
and candor.” 

The reaction to 
the new president 
among students and faculty members was 
very good. He has a good record as a 
scholar and teacher, as well as an ad- 
ministrator, and the general opinion is that 
he is attuned to the need for maintenance 
and improvement of academic standards. 

According to current president Dr. Alan 
C. Rankin, Dr. Landini will have to deal 
with enrollment decline, severe morale 
problems and inflation. 

After his short visit to ISU, Landini 
probably is more aware of those problems, 
but he is also aware of the warm welcome, 
the enthusiam about him and the 
challenge presented. The euphoria is over, 
and now the work begins.

Phyllis Landini is no stranger to univer- 
sity life and for twenty years has suc- 
cessfully combined the role of mother and 
faculty wife. Now, she is the number one 
faculty wife at Indiana State University, 
and is still busily engaged with the lives of 
her five children. 

Mrs. Landini is the new first lady of In- 
diana State University where her husband 
assumed the presidency last May. The 
Landinis moved into Condit House, the of- 
ficial presidential residence on campus, in 
June, and Mrs. Landini has been busy 
supervising the redecorating while her 
husband has been learning the life of a 
university president. 

Most of Mrs. Landini's recent years have 
been devoted to raising her five children. 
“I'm not much of a club woman," she said 
during an interview with The Spectator 
recently, "but I'll probably become more 
active in the fall.” 

Mrs. Landini and her husband first met 
in Florida and they have lived in Arizona 
and Montana as well, before coming to 
Terre Haute. 

While the couple has five children, only 
two will be living in Condit House during 
the academic year. The oldest youngster, 
20, expects to return to Montana, while the 
next two boys have enrolled at Indiana 
University, Bloomington. А 15-year-old 
daughter and 12-year-old son will be going 
to school in Terre Haute. 

Currently supervising repainting and 
repapering of Condit House, Mrs. Landini 
finds the house large enough for her 
family, and doesn't feel the formal nature 
of it will hamper activities of her children. 
She points out they can always use the

fine campus facilities, and notes that the 
basement is too low-ceilinged and chop- 
ped up to turn into a recreation room. She 
finds the University allowances for Condit 
House very adequate. 

Since her husband was academic vice- 
president at the University of Montana, 
Mrs. Landini has not found surprises in her 
role as first lady of ISU. Being wife of a 
university president does entail more en- 
tertaining, she said, but she enjoys that 
and that's the only special obligation she 
sees involved in her new role. 

The University of Montana, with a 
student body of about 8,500, was located 
next to the city but away from it. ISU is 
slightly larger, but located within the city. 
So while the settings are very different, 
both schools are about the same size, and 
Mrs. Landini doesn't think where one lives 
makes much difference. She likes Terre 
Haute and thinks it’s easy to find her way 
around. People are friendly and helpful, 
she finds, and she hasn't encountered any 


unusual problems while becoming in- 
tegrated into the academic community 
here. 


Mrs. Landini believes there must be a 
close relationship between the University 
and the community. She thinks it's im- 
portant for the townspeople to have a good 
understanding of the college and be able 
to share its programs and facilities. "After 
all," she said, "we all belong to the same 
city." 

As for the Equal Rights Amendment, 
which has been passed in Montana but not 


Indiana, Mrs. Landini thinks it's great up to 
a point. She is a firm believer in equal pay 
for equal work, but she doesn' think 
women should be required to serve in the 
army. While believing that women are able 
and capable of filling men's jobs, she 
doesn't understand why they would want 
to dig ditches or ride on bulldozers. It's not 
feminine, and she hates to see women lose 
their femininity. However, qualified women 
should have the same opportunities as 
men, and not be denied a position because 
they are female. She's glad that jobs for 
women are not so stereotyped anymore, 
and would always defend anyone's 
freedom of choice. She does feel, though, 
that it wil take awhile for everyone to 
change. 


Mrs. Landini does not think that raising 
her children on a campus caught up in the 
new morality will make her job more dif- 


ficult. She herself does not believe in "free 
love”, but is quick to add, "... to each his 
own," and she would never condemn 


others for their beliefs. She has taught her 
children her beliefs, and hopes that she 
has taught them well. There are always 
outside influences, she thinks, and one 
must just hope for the best. Mrs. Landini 
thinks the much-publicized interview with 
Betty Ford turned out to be harsher than 
Mrs. Ford expected, and she points out 
that Mrs. Ford is a strong family person. 


It promises to be a busy year for Mrs. 
Landini, her husband and their children. 
Mrs. Landini is looking forward to it. 
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Dr. Richard G. Landini is begin- 
ning his eighth year as president of 
Indiana State University with the 
start of the 1982-83 academic year. 

During his 27-year career in 
education, he has served as 
academic vice president and pro- 
fessor of English at the University 
of Montana and as assistant to the 
president, assistant dean of the 
graduate college and professor of 


English at Arizona State University. . 


Last year, Landini was cited for 
his contributions to higher educa- 
tion when he was awarded the hon- 
orary Doctor of Laws degree by his 
alma mater, the University of Mi- 
ami. 

ISU’s president received his A.B. 
and M.A. degrees from the Univer- 
sity of Miami and earned the Ph.D. 
from the University of Florida. 

While he will not take credit for 
doing more than continuing the 
projects and programs already es- 
tablished at Indiana State, Landini 
acknowleges a sense of pride in the 
steady growth and progress of the 
University’s academic programs — 
as reflected in the most recent 
report of the institution’s accredit- 
ing agency. Along with this growth 
and progress, Landini says he 
senses an increasing sense of pride 
and self-esteem among the faculty, 
staff and students — a ‘‘sense of 
self-renewing enthusiasm" for what 
is happening. і 

This renewed conviction and 
purpose of the staff and faculty has 
enabled the school to realize a stabi- 
lized enrollment (after reaching a 
low of 10,500 composite to an esti- 
mated 12,000 this fall), even in a 
period of generally declining en- 
rollments. 

Landini also believes he has been 
able to build upon the university’s 
capacity for providing cultural en- 
richment for West Central Indiana. 
Through a vigorous program of 
guest lecturers and programs as 
well as art, music, athletics and 


_ drama, ISU offers to incorporate 


the community in the learning proc- 
ess. 


ISU’S LANDINI 
"Self-renewing enthusiasm" 


There has been a marked change 
in the physical environment of the 
campus as Landini has undertaken 
to continue programs begun before 
his inauguration as well as initiating 
projects of his own. The remodeling 
of the two Statesman Towers as a 
home base for the Schools of Educa- 
tion and Business was in the plan- 
ning stages when Landini took of- 
fice, but the move from the self- 
liquidating bond issue (paid from 
student fees and rental) to a tax- 
base project was a major fiscal 
accomplishment. The projects were 
accomplished. during the past eight 
years of Landini's tenure. 

The transformation of an old ga- 
rage into the New Theatre, "ап ugly 
duckling into a swan.” із another 
project Landini points to with pride. 


In addition there is the soon-to-be- 
opened Technology Building which 
will centralize laboratories and of- 
fices from older make-shift build- 
ings throughout campus into a new 
location. 

Landini believes that environ- 
ment effects attitude — that unat- 
tractive, run-down, poor quality sur- 
roundings “һауе a way of insinuat- 
ing themselves effecting the quality 
of what we do.” Accordingly, he has 
pressed for improvement of the 
physical surroundings of the cam- 
pus, not only by razing old buildings 
to open the campus to the downtown 
area, but also by landscaping. The 
latter program has created attrac- 
tive new approaches to campus, and 
attractively colorful areas for study 
and relaxation. 

But ISU's president has set new 
goals for the University and for 
himself. The most immediate need 
is for an expansion of health ser- 
vices and recreational facilities on 
campus and the appeal is already a 
part of the biennial budget request. 

He is also moved to maintain 
steady advances in the academic 
programs — especially in science 
and technology today's major 
growth areas, but not to the neglect 
or exclusion of purely academic or 
cultural areas. 


Of particular interest is working 
toward a cooperative effort involv- 
ing area governmental units, busi- 
ness, industry and academic institu- 
tions working to achieve a change f 
rom traditional ‘‘hard industry" to 
more technological industries. 


“The possilbilities and potentials | 


for our area are enormous,” Land- 


ini said. “IMC Chemical, Pfizer and 


Lilly, to name three, are all in 
volved in pharmaceuticals, and the 
Midwest generally is a major na- 
tional center for that industry.” |

Indiana State University President Richard G. Landini was one of eight 
educators named by a search committee seeking a new president for the 
University of New Mexico, Albuquerque. 

Landini said Thursday night he is not a candidate for the position and has 
no intention of leaving ISU. 

The New Mexico university has been without a president since July, when 
William E. "Вид" Davis left the school to take a position as chancellor of 
higher education in Oregon. 

The search committee, formed in April. met for the last time Thursday, 
according to the Albuquerque Journal. і 

The eight names chosen by the search committee were released by 
unidentified sources to The Journal. The names will be given to the board 
of regents. which has promised to make a decision by Nov. 1. 

The regents do not have to choose a president from the names provided 
by the search committee. 

Landini said he knew the New Mexico school had an “interest in my 
interest”in the position, but he has not applied for the position. 

“I can't stop people from being interested in my interest,” Landini said. 
“Tm perfectly happy here.” 

Landini. 52, has been president of ISU since July 1, 1975. He came to 
Terre Haute from the University of Montana at Missoula, where he was 
vice president of academic affairs.

Indiana State University President Richard G. Landini— 
turned resident diplomat for at least a couple weeks—recently 
returned from a trip to Egypt and Greece where he and his 
group met with several foreign officials including Egypt's 
President Anwar Sadat. l і 

Landini accompanied 12 other college and university presi- 
dents as members of the American Association of State 
Colleges and Universities. 

Tha group’s 10-day educational mission to Egypt and similar 
trip to Greece was arranged by the U.S. State Department and 
AASCU with funds provided by the U.S. Office of Education. 

“The ao purpose (of the trip),” Landini said, “was to 
establish linkages between Egypt and the U.S. That included 
“any individual linkages and friendships with professors and 
administrators as well.” — 

The highlight of the Egyptian stay was meeting with Sadat. 
Landini said the central Middle East figure met for more than 
an hour with the AASCU group. 

Landini indicated he was impressed by Sadat. "Не says he 
would prefer to put spending into commerce, industrial growth 
and the development of his nation instead of defense and I think 
he is sincere when he says that,” Landini remarked. 

“He said Egypt and Israel are speaking two different 
languages on the peace au but he does not consider them 
enemies really." 

During the Egyptian г, Landini and the group visited 
several universities including Cairo and Alexandria. He said 


the size of campus—acreage and buildings—is similar to ISU, 
but Cairo has 105,000 students and Alexandria, 85,000. 

“Obviously, this makes for very high enrollment і in classes 
and large lectures,” Landini commented. “But, there is a 
heavy emphasis on the final examination and students need not 
attend every lecture.” 

"There's no such thing as a dropout," Landini continued. 
“Students may fail a course, but rarely do they fail a 
program.” 

Landini also said graduates are guaranteed a job—either in 
the private sector or from the government. 

“A real problem, though, is the brain drain,” he said. 
" Almost half of their graduates go on tooth Arabic or Africa 
countries. 

. ¿Turning across the Mediterranean, a ER the 
Greece trip “was a totally different world" ся the Egyptian 
one. 

“They are peeved at the US., + he said. “They feel we 
supported the dictator that was there and they are convinced 
we like the Turks more.” 

Landini said the present feeling, though, probably will not 
last. “The older professors there realize our situation,” he 
remarked. 


About the Greek education system, Landini had only one 
word, "chaos." He noted out of a 30-week period, there has 
been only six weeks of school because of strikes. 

Landini said he enjoyed the sights in Greece, but got the 
feeling “their opinion is they can really do without us. There 
was not .as much give and take as with the Egypt stay.”

Richard G. Landini is just as likely to be 
seen sweeping debris off the Indiana State 
University quadrangle on clean-up day as 
sweeping legislators and reporters off their 
feet with his high-falutin’ speeches. 

This summer marks the end of the 47- 
year-old president's first year at 150 and it 
is areminder that the former academic vice 
president at University of Montana isn't 
what most of us conceive as the typical 
head of a higher education institution. 

"| am, what | am, what | ат," is how Lan- 
dini tells it. 

If he gets bored at а multi-item faculty 
government meeting, he paces the room, 
smokes a cigarette and chats with the re- 
porter who is frantically trying to keep up 
with the heady discussions. 

After his break, he may deliver the most 
convincing speech to his colleagues--off 
the cuff. 

Reporters run for their dictionaries after a 
press conference in Room 201 of the Ad- 
ministration Building and hope they are 
able to jot down all the metaphors the 
English scholar uses. 

Landini may well be the most popular 
man on campus.

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possible and meets with faculty members 
regularly. 


This past spring he umpired a softball 
game between the student government and 
student newspaper while athletic director 
Bob King served as base umpire. On the 
clean-up day he instituted for the first time 
April 7, he pitched for the team of 40 admin- 
istrators and wasn't particularly pleased 
that the 10 students from the newspaper 
soundly beat his team. 


Whatever atypical thing Landini has 
done this past year, he has also managed to 
boost the morale of the University. He 
pushed for a tuition freeze and a 12 per cent 
salary hike at budget time. 

іп any transaction, he thinks it is impor- 
tant to “tell the truth. Do not pause to find a 
carefully chiseled phrase. Avoid unneces- 
sary rhetorical flourishes. And quit being 
the professor!" 

"Don't profess it--express it," he says. 
"Make sure you've done justice to it, so that 
the people who are going to help you 
decide or who are going to decide know all 
that hangs or falls in the balance." 

There are two prime aspects of being 
president that frustrate Landini. ''The 
frustration is not being able to deliver the 
goods upon demand,” he said. 
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“Т feel frustrated by not being able to re- 
spond in very quick time to the frustrations 
of other people," he added. 

In a personal way, he is disappointed that 
“some of the loves of my intellectual life 
have per force gone neglected." 

But, he says, “I'm under no illusions. | 
make it possible for professors to do the 
job." 

"And that's my job--to make it possible 
for students to learn," Landini says. 

Sometimes he is uncertain about the 
posture he should take in different in- 
stances. “One is seen to be the president a 
little more often than I'm totally comfortable 
with,” Landini said. 

"| am gregrarious. There have been sto- 
ries that have come back to me that | have 
apparently shaken up offices, that | have 
astonished people by showing up some- 
where else, that | shouldn't take a beer 
down at the Saratoga,” he related. 

What most observers find admirable 
about the father of five children is the fact 
that he has a mind of his own. 

That attribute caused him havoc in 1968 
when he participated in a "silent vigil" to 
protest American involvement in the Viet- 
nam War with 40 Arizona State University 
faculty members. 

The conservative Arizona legislature 
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denied funding for an experimental college 
Landini was to be in charge of because of 
that incident, according to the Arizona Re- 
public, which Landini wrote book reviews 
for. 

The road hasn't always been smooth at 
ISU either. In December, the University 
received rather unfavorable publicity from 
the Indianapolis Star following the fatal 
shooting of a University counselor by a 
former student. 

The Star's account of the shooting said 
George Kern, campus police director, was 
keeping a “tight lid” on the details of the 
case. Landini later took blame for an ap- 
parent delay of information, saying his 
“greenness” caused it. 

The Star's report also didn't set well with 
the president who had promised an admin- 
istration characterized by "openness and 
candor” earlier in the year. 

“There have been tough days,” he ad- 
mits, “mostly because of the complexity of 
the issues and trying to find the right 
posture." 

In between those tough days and com- 
plex issues, Landini has reorganized and 
consolidated the administration, appointed 
two women to previously male-dominated 
positions, hired a new vice president for 
academic affairs and started a search for an 
affirmative action director. 

If he were to resign from the University in 
10 years, he would like to leave behind a 
college of fine arts (which ISU lacks); a 
school of business which has more in- 
fluence on industry and a "reaffirmation 

that this University is deserving of the ad- 
miration, respect and support of the people 
of Indiana." 

He would like students to be able to say 
with ‘impunity, confidence and self- 
assurance that what l've taken away from 
150 intellectually, academically, 
scholastically and socially is as good as 
anyone can find in the world.” 

Landini occasionally remarks after such 
statements that he sounds “high-falutin’ " 
and “corny.” But deep down, one knows 
he’s sincere and most likely will achieve 
those high-falutin' dreams of his.

Hoosiers vote party line 
on postcard registration

WASHINGTON--AI nine Indiana House 
Democrats fell into line last week and voted 
for presidential candidate Jimmy Carter's 
first request of Congress--passage of 
universal postcard voter registration. 

The controversial legislation was passed 
along a party line vote of 239-147. Both 
Hoosier GOP members of the House op- 
posed the bill. 

Democrats wanted the program enacted 
and operational for the November federal 
elections. й would have required voter 
registration cards be sent every household 
in the U.S. Such a mailing could cost up to 
$500 million. 

But the House accepted an amendment 
255-to-130 that would drop the mass mail- 
ing and require instead that registration 
cards be made available at local post of- 
fices. Three Hoosiers voted against the 
weakening amendment, Reps. John Bra- 
demas, D-South Bend; Phi! Hayes, D- 
Evansville; and Ray Madden, D-Gary. The 
remainder of the delegation voted for it. 

Proponents of the long-discussed voter 


registration idea said it would encourage 
disenfranchised persons to register and 
vote. They also argued that even a large 
mass mailing--estimated at 140 million-- 
could be organized and implemented by 
early November. 

But the underlying concern of Repub- 
licans was clearly that those presently not 
voting--including large blocks of urban 
citizens--would vote Democratic. Demo- 
cratic Party surveys claim that 70 per cent 
of the unregistered voters would vote Dem- 
ocratic. 

GOP opponents said the bill would en- 
courage voter registration fraud, would not 
increase voter participation and would 
duplicate present registration procedures 
at a great cost to taxpayers. 

Voting in favor of the amended bill were 
Indiana Reps. Madden; Floyd Fithian, O- 
Lafayette; Brademas; Edward Roush, D- 
Huntington; Dave Evans, D-Indianapolis; 
Hayes; Lee Hamilton, D-Columbus; Phil 
Sharp, D-Muncie; and Andrew Jacobs, D- 
Indianapolis.

They have to listen to his views, 
he notes, but he has a different 
stake in the outcome; he is not 
running .for election and has no 
investment. 

This allows him to enjoy 
personal objectivity and to tell the 
truth as he sees it, and he said he 
can enjoy the luxury of having the 
best interests of the community at 
heart because of lacking any 
personal or business interest. 

Landini is, of course, interested 
in the future of ISU, though he 
believes it will exist no matter 
what; it stands for things which 
transcend local or contemporary 
crises. 

To that interest, and in his 
capacity as president, Landini 
noted some ways in which he 
might or might not use his in- 
fluence. 

AS a positive example, when the 
government was making its de- 
cision on the Deming Hotel, Lan- 
dini thought it was important for 
him as president to go to the 


Department of Housing and Urban 
Development and say it was in the 
community’s interest and in ISU’s 
interest to go ahead with the pro- 
ject. 

The decision to construct a new 
technology building is another 
positive influence on the valley, 
since local materials and workers 
are being. used. 

Landini, in general, considers 
organizations rather than in- 
dividuals as powerful. 

He said that people look up to 
the ones on the list and have a 
right to expect qualities of 
leadership, good thinking and a 
placing of high value on the com- 
mon good. 

Landini believes that organiza- 
tions should form a cluster and 
work on the common interests and 
sameness which unite them, not 
the differences. Thus far power 
has been exerted primarily 
through individual efforts, 
because waiting for widespread 
oral or written support is not 
possible. Progress, development 
and advancement must take place 


Regarding Terre Haute’s future, 
Landini believes it is ““reasonably 
(his first qualifier) and modestly 
(his second qualifier) bright.” He 
doesn't see darkness and gloom, 
and his dimension of optimism is 
largely because of his confidence 
in ISU. 

The ISU president does think too 
much factionalism has existed in 
the past and that an imaginary line 
has been drawn between govern- 
ment, business, industrial and 
commercial interests. To help the 
area financially, Landini said 
capital investment is necessary. 

Landini said he has been unable 
to successfully avoid impatience 
with the rate of progress in the 
area — any criticism arises from 
an intense loyalty and affection he 
feels for this region. 

Areas of concern expressed by 
Landini include the role of the 
media in the community and the 
downtown situation. Landini also 
believes the community. has a 
great tolerance for absurdity and 
allowing “lunatic observations" 
that he reads or hears to go un- 
challenged. 

Landini was born in Pittsburgh 
in 1929. He served in the army 
before entering college, where his 
goal was originally to become a 
mechanical engineer. He then 
spent six months in the School of 
Business before deciding to go into 
education. He and his wife have 
been married for almost 30 years 
and have five children. 

He has been in Terre Haute as 
president of ISU since the 
mid-1970's.
